medical care in the United States 
began today w’hen a federal grand 
jury indicted the American Med­ 
ical association, 
three affiliated 
societies, 
and 21 leading physi­ 
cians on a charge of violating the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 
The 
Medical 
association an­ 
nounced 
immediately 
that 
it 
would throw all its energies into 
the battle against the charge. Dr. 
Morris Fishbein, leader in the as­ 
sociation, said at Chicago that its 
house of delegates had authorized 
its board of directors to “ defend 
the case to the limit.” 
The indictment grows out of a 
fight 
by 
organized 
medicine 
against Group Health association, 
Inc., a cooperative set up in W ash­ 
ington to provide medical care for 
government workers who pay pe­ 
riodical, risk-sharing fees in ad­ 
vance. 
Fishbein Is Defendant 
The charge is that the defend­ 
ants conspired to restrain trade 
by preventing physicians hired by 
the cooperative from practicing in 
Washington hospitals or consult­ 
ing with other doctors. It is also 
alleged that one doctor was oust­ 
ed from the District of Columbia 
Medical 
society because of his 
w’ork with the cooperative, and 
that proceedings 
were 
started 
against another for the same rea­ 
son.

In the first closing argument for 
the slate by Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Robert Small, Mrs. Dull 
was pictured as “ living in a life of 
sin” with Holbrook, aud “ blocking 
at emery tu rn the normal pull back 
to a decent life with his children 
that Holbrook W’as beginning to 
feel.” 
Mrs. Dull, Small said, “ became 
so calloused 
against 
all 
decent 
bonds of society that she took a 
gun and killed Holbrook.” 
Attorney George Gould, in the 
first closing arg u m en t for the de­ 
fense, described Holbrook as “ low­ 
er than any rat that ever crawled 
beneath your barn,” and said th at 
“ I hope that if William Holbrook 
was sane and if he had a conscious 
moment after 
he

shot, he 
asked God to forgive him foi 
he did to that little woman.”

Dr. Schacht’s plan for sending 
Jews out of the Reich into lands 
willing to give them haven was 
said to turn on the willingness of 
other governments to help finance 
the migration by accepting more 
German exports. 
One of the German ideas was 
reported to include permission for 
Jews to take as much as 2 0 per 
cent of their wealth out of Ger­ 
many instead of the present small 
amount

PACT DRAFTED 


Recognition of Territory

Millions Frittered 


Aw ay For Lobbying 


In Huge Drug Hoax

Dec. 20 (IP)— The 
millions pirated from the McKes­ 
son 
Robbins Drug corporation 
by the 
notorious 
self-destroyed 
swindler. F. Donald Coster-Musi- 
ea. and others have been mostly 
frittered away, federal investiga­ 
tors indicated today. 
Great sums mulcted from the 
$8 7,000,000 
firm, 
they 
added, 
were sunk in lobby activities in 
virtually every state and in Wash­ 
ington. 
The 
three 
surviving 
Musica 
brothers, all masquerading under 
assumed names along with Coster- 
Musica, who resigned the McKes­ 
son & Robbins presidency by sui­ 
cide last Friday, are held in de­ 
fault of $1 00,000 bail each. 
Prien McMahon, assistant ll. S. 
attorney general, who came here 
from Washington 
to 
coordinate 
the federal activities, 
said 
that 
the brothers’ revenue from boot­ 
legging alcohol ran into millions 
but that “ their ill-gotten gains are 
mostly gone.” 
Blackmail Hinted 
“ They didn’t live lavishly eith­ 
er,” be said. “ We have reason to 
believe much money was used for 
promoting 
favorable 
legislation 
everywhere for price-fixing on li­ 
quors. We are particularly inter- 
eested in what happened in west­ 
ern states. 
“ Our inquiry is already under 
way from the Pacific coast east­ 
ward, and including Washington.” 
McMahon said there also was 
some indication that the Musica 
brothers, who hid their connection 
with a million-dollar 
swindle 
a 
quarter of a century old under 
different names 
and 
pedigrees, 
were

Answering queries on whether 
he would repeat bis gifts of 1936 
and 1937, I. Harvey Graven, pres­

Paint Co., issued a formal state­ 
ment. Ii said only that he would

factor in th e last five years th a n th e S tate 
of Sao Paulo. Brazil. This Brazilian S tate 
has gained n wide reputa tion as a coffee- 
producing region, hut indications poin t to 
a rapid decline in coffee production and a 
corresponding increase in the g ro w th 
of 
cotton. 
The Stat*' occupies an area slightly less 
than the com bined are a s of A labam a and 
Mississippi, or some 
61,000,000 
acres, 
with a popula tion of a pproxim ately 7.1 20,- 
000. With m a n y in d u c em en ts to im igra nts, 
the population is much on th e increase 
The a n n u a l av e rag e cotton production 
of the Stat*' until five years ago w as only 
4 6,000 hales. This was less th a n IO per 
cent of all cotton grown in Brazil. Since 
that tim e the yearly cotton yield has a v e r ­ 
aged 785,000 bales, or more th a n 45 per 
cent of all cotton grown in th e country. 
The a n n u a l av e rag e yield is ap p ro x im ate ly 
3350 pounds of ginned cotton, which com ­ 
pares favorably with m a an y cotton- g r o w ­ 
ing areas in th e U nited States. 
C om pared with cotton 
p roduction 
in 
other countries, especially in th e United 
States, this to tal production in 
one 
of 
Brazil s tw en ty States is not high. T h e in ­ 
terest to A m eric a n cotton 
g ro w e rs 
lies 
in the expansion of cotton acreage by co m ­ 
petitive countries, especially w h ere labor 
is cheap. 
P a s tu re land an d soil form erly used for 
corn, rice, beans, and o th e r crops has been 
turned in to cotton fields. 
Moreover, 
in 
many instances cotto n is 
being 
gro w n 
between th e rows of coffee treep. 
F ro m 
one half to t h re e -fo u rth s of th e 
p re se n t 
acreage in th e State is tim b e r la n d 
and 
brushland cleared expressly to grow’ cot­ 
ton. Th** w’estern tim b e r 
regio n 
covers 
about one-third of the a r e a of th e 
State, 
and th*' soil is excellent for cotton. L and 
values have alm ost doubled in th e 
last 
few years. Space ti rid more space for cot­ 
ton seems to be th e slogan. 
Unlike m a n y regions of 
th e 
United 
States, th e land in til*' State of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, is extrem ely mellow -in fact 
so 
mellow in m a n y places t h a t a crop of cot­ 
ton m ay be grown by use of hoes, 
not 
plows. E v en p as tu re la nds for th e 
m o st 
part, are n o t plowed b u t pre p a re d for cot­ 
ton by hoeing. This helps to increase p ro­ 
duction w ith o u t a large outlay of capital, 
and is a factor th a t appeals to a large class 
financially limited. 
— At READE I NGHE ASI NG— 
As an exam ple of how rapidly th e large 
farm a c reag e has been tran sfe rred to the 
production of cotton from o th e r crops, one 
farm increased its acreage in th e last four 
years from KIS acres to OOO acres, 
one 
from 300 acres to 1000 acres, and one 
from ISO acres to 3425 accus. T h ro u g h o u t 
th e State th*' sa m e ratio of expansio n in 
cotton growing may be seen.

taining 21,000 acres purchased

years ago for cattle grazing has been con­ 
verted to cotton 
production. These 
ex ­ 
am ples illu s trate th e 
tr a n s f o r m a t io n 
of 
land from various uses to the production 
of cotton. 
The expansio n of cotton acreage is due, 
primarily, to th e fact that prices of cot - 
ton and r e t u r n s from it have been 
more 
favorable th a n th ose of coffee, corn, beans. 
rice, and cattle. 
T h e relation of cotton 
prices to those of coffee is most signifi­ 
cant. 
Relatively high cotton prices have 
a t trac t e d labor, land, and 
capital 
from 
coffee growing to cotton production 


In recent years, duo to many conditions. 
Brazilian coffee grow e rs have 
received 
less th a n $2.00 per 132-pound hag 
for 
th eir coffee crop. Last year m a rk e t prices 
were ob ta in ab le for only 70 per r e n t of J 
the coffee crop. Th*' flow to th e m arket is 
also controlled by th e Brazilian Govern ;

Dayton, Ohio— On New Y e a r ’s 
Day. Dayton will m e a s u r e off ju s t 
a q u a r t e r ce n tu ry since it put th e 
ad m in is t ra tio n of its business in 
tile h a n d s of a City M anager. 
As th e first city of any co n s id er­ 
able size to try out th e plan for 
increased efficiency in local gov­ 
ern m en t. Dayto n has been w atched 
closely In these 2f> years. 
Before 
1914. a few cities had e x p e rim e n t­ 
ed with 
th e plan, 
but 
none of 
th em 
had 
a population at th e 
time of over 20.000. 
T h e n along 
camp Dayton, rapidly moving t o ­ 
ward th e 150,000 m a rk which it 
r e a d i e d at t h e next census, an d 
s w u n g over to th e new plan by 
vote of its people. 
Would it w ork in a sizable city 
w h ere 
politicians 
had a strong 
foothold, people 
asked. 
Dayton 
was u n d e r close scru tin y for years. 
Two efforts of the opposition to 
o v erth ro w th e pla n — in 1917 and 
1922— failed, a n d plan advocates 
were en c o u rag ed . 
B u t IG years 
have passed since then. 
How is 
the plan coining along now? 
Plan W orks W ell 
It has w o rk ed so well th a t effi­ 
cient g o v e rn m e n t is taken as a 
m a t t e r of course here, it ap p e ars 
to an outside observer. A y o u n g er 
gene ration has g r o w n up which 
has never k n o w n the old p a t r o n ­ 
age system iii local affairs. 
This 
p a rt of tile p opulation simply ex ­ 
pects a city hall to be run like a 
business, an d th in k s n o th in g of it. 
Dayton has h ad a h ard tim e of 
late, 
financially 
speaking. 
Its 
schools have been closed for lack 
of funds, an d its city relief p r o b ­ 
lem has loomed big for th e name 
reason. 
Yet in all th e discussion 
one finds no tendency of the peo­ 
ple4 to bla m e t h e C oune il-M anager 
G overnm ent. 
No ch arg es of m is­ 
m a n a g e m e n t or ex t ra v a g a n c e a re 
leveled at th e M a n ag e r's office. As 
far as th e schools go, this can ho 
traced to th e fact t h a t t h e schools 
are not u n d er th e M a n ag e r; th e 
e d uc ational 
system 
has its own 
g o vernm e nt. 
B u t 
relief 
is th e 
city ’s problem, an d if th e A d m in ­ 
is tration was not blamed for lack 
of funds, it could only be becauce 
it is generally reg a rd e d us ec o n o m ­ 
ical an d efficient. 
C ivic Interest 
Curiously enough, th e only com­ 
plaint one h ea rs is t h a t 2 5 years 
of good g o v ern m e n t have m ade the 
people too satisfied. 
Civic spirit 
has languished, it is said, because 


t h e re h a v e n 't 
been an y terrib le 
abuses in th e city offices for peo­ 
ple lo get roused about. 
“ Our greatest problem to d a y ,’’ 
said Frederick K. Bike. a m e m b er 
of tho original c h a r t e r com mittee. 
“ is to keep citizens inform ed and 
in te re ste d .” 
As for the g o v ern m en t he help ­ 
ed bring in. this leading business­ 
m an 
th in k s 
it has fulfilled its 
f o u n d e r s ’ hopes. 
“ It 
fixes 
responsibility, s p o t­ 
lights a n y t h i n g th at is w rong," lie 
said. " W e have an hon es t g o v e rn ­ 
m e n t and th e greatest degree of 
efficiency you can expect

the circumstances. 
W h a t we need 
now is to find a way to kepp citi­ 
zens stirre d up about th eir gov­ 
e rn m e n t.
